The next day 1 made 
tin* dteds, and she became the owner 
aud moved in. A neighbor soon after¬

u.*thing to live. He says she puts a tin 
cup of coffee.on the stove and a tin cup 
domuneal mush, and that is all her liv- 
iac. but she is getting rich. I thought that 
wry strange, too, never thinking that I 
should live so, but 1 do just that thing 
now. having remembered hearing how 
die lived. 

When I lost all my money and yet 
inu»t live, I rented a room 14 l>y 10 feet, 
with heat, for $5 per mouth—not a very 
good room and not very well furnished, 
hut comfortable and ivsj»ec*table, and 
there arc plenty of them at that price. 

1 buiiu'ht an outfit as follows: An irou 
handy lamp, 75 cents; three seamless 
pint tiu cups. 15 ceuts: one do. quart, 
1» ceuts: one half gallon tin enp, with 
c«»rer. 10 ceuts; three liowls, ^15 
ccats; cup and saucer. 10 cents; gallon 
irhss oil can, 35 cents; oil, 15 cents; 
■q*>>n, 10 cents; total outfit, jju?. Then. I 
bought one month’s provisions as fol- j 
l.-w-: Half bushel potatoes. 35 ceuts; i 
ten pounds corniueal, *d0 cents; three 
pounds Graham fiour, 15 cents; one I 
pound ground coffee. 25 cents; eight 
|n*imds granulated sugar. 30 cents; oue j 
p»and lard, 10 cents: coarse salt. 5 cents; I 
total for the month. $1.16. 

i am a good, hearty eater, and am full 
fed and live well, and am thankful for | 
it. but I cannot eat all of my month’s 
prari'ioii. There is always a considera¬ 
ble amount over every month, and 1 live 
well too. In the moruing 1 light my 
bandy lamp, fill my seamless pint tin 
cup with water, put a teatqtoouful of 
ground coffee into it, put it over the 
l.uu^i. and turn another tin cup, bottom 
, ipward. over it for a cover. In ten 
[ minutes there is a pi* t cup of good, hot 
1 rr!hv. While the coffee is boiling 1 put 
a little water into the half gallon cup, 
not more than one-eighth full, and then 
Id! th** quart tin cup about one-fourth 
fn l of i ornmeal. add a little salt, then 
set this cup into the half gallon cup, and 
fill up the qnart cup full of water aud 
stir up the meal well. Jam in the han¬ 
dle of the qnart cup so that it will go 
into the larger cup. As soon as the cof¬ 
fee c» 4 m«‘s off set the mush on the lamp. 
Stir it occasionally, and when it thickens 
and fills up the cup take it off. • 

.1 buy a loaf of bread for four cents 
for Sunday, and melt a little lard and 
silt for gravy, and 1 live well and have 
pbutv to eat. Many others in this city, 
tpunit and half starved, can live well in 
this way. —John Howard in Washington 
Punt.
